starvation diet," his statement said. 
“During most of the captivity, POWs 
were kept at the same prison in solitary

. A resounding “nyet” on a referendum 
this weekend could shatter the Soviet 
Union and the political authority of 
President Mikhail Gorbachev. 
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TWIN FALLS - A Maine potato 
analyst says the exotic new Canadian 
potato virus that panicked Idaho's 
fanners last month could still hurt the 
industry by depressing opon-market 
potato prices on the East Coast. 

The Canadian government is 
subsidizing farmers who grew the 
•possibly tainted seed so they can sell it os 
food, said Wayne Smith of the Maine 
Department of Agriculture. 


And the U.S. Agriculture Department 
will allow the contaminated spuds into 
the United States if they ore first treated 
with a sprout inhibitor so that they 
cann.ot be used as seed. 

ThnV'mcans 750,000 sacks of former 
potato seed could enter, the potato 
markets of the eastern' United States and 
Canada in the next few months. . i 
“It is n pretty fair-size volume to be 
added to this eastern market," Smith 
said. .

A. There are many types and methods of do- 
ing chergy- audits of houses. These can range 
from a simple do-it-yourself energy checkup to 
detailed infrared thermography and blower 
door infiltration tests. In most older houses, the 
expense of a good energy audit is a worthwhile 
investment.
